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MEMORANDUM OF UNDERSTANDING 
BETWEEN THE GOVERNMENTS OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 

AND THE KINGDOM OF NEPAL 



Representatives of the Governments of the United States of America and the Kingdom of "Nepal 
met in Washington, D.C. on July 11-12, 2000, and agreed to extend the bilateral textile 
agreement effected by the exchange of notes on December 2, 1993 and July 22, 1994, as 
amended and extended by the following: a) exchange of notes dated April 18, 1996, and April 
30, 1 996; and b) memoranda of understanding dated November 6, 1996 and June 20, 1997. As a 
result of these consultations, the representatives agreed to the following: 

1. To extend the bilateral agreement, as amended and extended by the exchange of notes 
dated April 18, 1996 and April 30, 1 996; and by memoranda of understanding dated 
November 6, 1996 and June 20, 1997, for four years beginning from January 1, 2001 
through December 3 1 , 2004. Each full "agreement period" shall be a twelve-month 
period from January 1 of a given year until December 3 1 of that year. 

2. The specific limits for categories of textile and apparel products subject to the agreement 
will be as follows:
